Dear Ms. McAdoo: 

This letter sets forth the full and complete plea offer to your client, Anna August Doling, 
from the Criminal Division of the Office of the United States Attorney for the District of 
Columbia (hereinafter also referred to as "the Government" or "this Office"). This plea offer will 
expire on j^riday, June 29, 2007, at 2:30 p.m., and will not be renewed thereafter. If your client 

terms and conditions of this offer, please have your client execute this document in 
the space j^rovided below. Upon receipt of the executed document, this letter will become the 
Plea Agreement. The terms of the offer are as follows: 



1. Wiring of Plea Agreement 



Your client understands and acknowledges that this Agreement and any plea of guilty 
which your client may enter pursuant to this Plea Agreement are expressly conditioned and 
contingent upon your client's co-defendant Roderic Boling executing a plea agreement, and upon 
the entry of a guilty plea by her co-defendant Roderic Boling. If your client's co-defendant 
Roderic Boling fails to execute a Plea Agreement with the United States, or a guilty plea is not 



entered by 



Roderic Boling, this Agreement and any proceedings pursuant to this Agreement shall 



be withdrawn or voided, except that the Government will be free to use against your client, 
directly or indirectly, in any criminal or civil proceeding, all statements, information or materials 
provided pursuant to this Agreement or during the course of any debriefings conducted in 
anticipatioi of, or after entry of this Agreement, including your client's statements made during 
proceedings before the Court pursuant to Fed. R. Crim. P. 1 1. 
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2. Chirges and Statutory Penalties 



Your client agrees to waiver her right to grand jury indictment and plead guilty to Count 
One of an information that will be filed with the Court charging Ms. Doling with the offense of 
Misprision of a Felony (Securities Fraud) in violation of 18 U.S.C. § 4, and 15 U.S.C. §§ 78j(b) 
and 78ff Your client understands that pursuant to 18 U.S.C. §4, the charge of Misprision of a 
Felony carries a maximum sentence of 3 years of imprisonment, a fine of $250,000, or a fine of 
twice the pecuniary gain or loss pursuant to 18 U.S.C. § 3571(d), a $100 special assessment, and 
a one year ^erm of supervised release, an order of restitution, and an obhgation to pay any

interest or penalties on fines or restitution not timely made. 



In c^onsiderafion of your client's plea to the above offense, your client will not be fiirther 



prosecuted 



criminally by this Office for the conduct set forth in the attached Statement of 
Offense. l|i addition, at the time of sentencing, the Government will move to dismiss Counts 
One through Nine of the pending Indictment against your client. Your client agrees that with 
respect to £iny and all dismissed charges your client is not a "prevailing party" within the meaning 
of the "Hyde Amendment," Section 617, P.L. 105-1 19 (Nov. 26, 1997), and will not file any 
claim under that law. 

3. Fa<;tual Stipulations 



Your client agrees that the attached "Statement of the Offense" fairly and accurately 
describes >our client's actions and involvement in the offense to which your client is pleading 
guilty. It is anticipated that upon execution of this plea letter, your client will adopt and sign the 
Statement of the Offense as a written proffer of evidence. 

4. Sentencing Guidelines Stipulations 



Bui for the provisions of this agreement which provide that this agreement shall be 
entered pujsuant to Rule 1 1(c)(1)(c) of the Federal Rules of Criminal Procedure, your cHent 
understands that the sentence in this case will be determined by the Court, pursuant to the factors 
set forth in 18 U.S.C. § 3553(a), including a consideration of the guidelines and poHcies 
promulgat<;d by the United States Sentencing Commission, Guidelines Manual [November 1, 
2006](hereinafter "Sentencing Guidelines" or "U.S.S.G"). Ms. Doling further understands that if 
the Court imposes a sentence based upon the applicable Sentencing Guidelines offense level of 
10 (after credit for acceptance of responsibility is taken into account), as provided in this 
paragraph and paragraph 5 below, she cannot withdraw her guilty plea. This does not, however, 
limit Ms. EJoling's right to appeal an unlawful sentence.

The Government 
also agrees, pursuant to Rule 1 1(c)(1)(C) of the Federal Rules of Criminal Procedure, to present 
this plea ajjreement between the parties to the Court for its approval. If the Court accepts the plea 
agreement and the specific applicable Sentencing Guidelines Offense Level of 10 and Criminal 
History Category I agreed upon by the parties, then the Court will embody in the judgment and 
sentence the disposition provided for in this plea agreement, pursuant to Rule 1 1(c)(4) of the 
Federal Rv les of Criminal Procedure. The parties understand, however, that in light of other 
factors the Court may not agree that such a sentence is an appropriate one and may reject the plea 
agreement pursuant to Rule 1 1(c)(5) of the Federal Rules of Criminal Procedure. Ms. Boling 
understancs that if this happens, the Court, in accordance with the requirements of Rule 11(c)(5), 
will inform the parties of its rejection of the plea agreement, and will afford her an opportunity to 
withdraw the plea, or if she persists in the guilty plea will inform your client that a final 
dispositior may be less favorable to her than that contemplated by this agreement. The parties 
understanc that this sentence may vary from the Federal Sentencing Guideline range as 
calculated by the Probation Office, however the parties agree that they will recommend to the 
Court that, pursuant to Federal Sentencing Guidelines Section 6B 1.2(c)(2), there are justifiable 
reasons foi* the Court to accept an agreed upon sentence.

g. to answer, at trial, before the grand jury, or at any hearing arising out of this 

investigation, all questions put to her by the Court or by the attorney for any party 
completely, truthfully, and candidly; 

h. to submit to any polygraph examinations that the government might request; and, 

I. to provide a full and complete accounting of all assets, real or tangible, held by 

her or in any other name for her benefit, and, to that end, to submit a standard 
form 500 (Financial Statement of Debtor) within 30 days of her execution of this 
plea agreement.

sentencing pursuant to this Agreement) may be commenced or reinstated against your client.
